Clearfield, is now in its fifth year. Jt 
occupies a, space of five acres on 
which are planted many thousands,.of 
young white pine and Norway spruce 
;rees. A system of overhead irriga- 
tion was installed recently, which sup- 
plies the young trees with water dur- 
ing the hot months of the summer. 
The system consists of a series of 
pipes carried over the land and sit- 
uated so as to be in reach of every 
tree.
